The war department reported 
“All aailable forces have now 
been united, In addition to land 
positions, the harbor defences and 
island fortifications are strongly 
held by our troops.”

money for commodities it must fight | 


to the uttermost for the defeat of 
the “Axis gangsters and the de- 
struction of the predatory ideologies 
for which they stand.” 

War contracts awarded by the 
munitions and supply department at 
the end of September had reached 
a total of about .$2,660,000,000, In 
order that industries might be able 
fo carry out their contracts, some 
$500,000,000 had been provided in 
the form of capital assistance for 
construction of new plants, exten- 
sions and installation of new ma- 
chinery and equipment.

“Thus the latest period indicates | 
an increase of no less than $646,- 
600,000 or 78 per cent in our ex- | 
ports as compared with the corres-

“These figures are | 
exclusive of our exporls of new | 
gold, which amounted to $186,300,000 
in the first 11 months of 1941.” 
EMPIRE INTEGRITY 

Noting that Canadian exports ran 
at the rate of almost $5,000,000 a 
day during the 11 months of 1941, 
Mr. MacKinnon said that in ordin- 
ary times, “we would be proud and | 
gratified at this magnificent total. | 
In these days, however, the most 
important consideration is the con- 
tribution made by these exports to 
the maintenance of the war effort 
and to the integrity of the British 
Empire.”

“This great increase in our im- 
ports from the United States was 
due in the main to our extra- 
ordinary demand for iron and steel, 
for machinery and equipment for 
our new wartime factories and for 
machine tools,” the minister said. 
“While our merchandise balance 
with the United States js thus un- 
favorable, the export to that coun- 
try of $186,000,000 of our newly- 
produced gold goes far towards 
making up the adverse balance of 
trade.” 

Mr. MacKinnon said the trade 
mission to South America which 
he headed in 1941 sought the de- 
velopment of markets there and 
arrangements to ensure that dur- 
ing the war and after it Canadian 
exporters would be able to com- 
pete on equal terms with the ex- 
porters of other nations. As a 
result of trade agreements entered 
into by the mission, “splendid 
prospects” for expansion of trade 
had been opened up. 

Aggregate exports of Canadian 
products to the Latin-American 
countries had risen from $17,400,000 
in the pre-war year 1938 to $26,200,- 
000 in the war year 1940 and to $30,- 
400,000 in the first 11 months of 1941. 

Mr. MacKinnon said Canada faced 
the new year with confidence in

turned to Washington at 9 a.m., 
E.8.T. (7 a.m. M.S.T.) Thursday 
from a four-day visit to Canada. 
The Prime Minister welcomed 
the New Year by proposing a vic- 
tory toast at a midnight ceremony 
in the dining car of his special 
train “somewhere in Vermont”

In the fighting in Malaya the invad- 
ers are‘said to have suffered losses a8 
high as 40 to one.

If 
the Malaya ratio can be maintained or 
approximated on a large scale, the 
process may not be as long as now 
seems likely. That it can be main- 
tained is suggested by the fact that the 
appalling rate of loss did not stop the 
invaders in the peninsula; as fast as 
they were mown down fresh hordes 
kept walking into the hail-storm of 
bullets and shells. What happened in 
Malaya, reproduced on broader fronts 
on land, sea or in the air, is what the 
war against the Axis powers must 
come to, 


The Crimea Again 


Berlin admits that the Russian 
forces which captured Kerch have in- 
vaded the Crimea “in force,” which is 
a way of intimating to the German 
people that they may expect more, and 
more serious, news from that peninsu- 
lar cock-pit. Stalin has confirmed this 
outlook by addressing personal in- 
structions to the Russian commanders 
telling them to wipe out the Nazis there 
absolutely. 

Since Russian naval forces took 
part in the capture of Kerch and the 
passage of land troops across the chan- 
nel from the mainland, the Black Sea 
is not frozen. The enemy besieging Se- 
vastopol are therefore caught in a trap 
and seemingly must be destroyed un-

Murder is 
uo less murder because the perpetrator 
chooses to “refuse to recognize” it as 
such,

take. It was also a mistake to make 
the explanation, If the alarm is sound- 
ed again New Yorkers may suspect 
another mistake has occurred, or that 
a test is being made, and pay little 
attention. Great destruction of life and 
property might result should an un- 
heeded warning signalize the actual 
approach of enemy raiders. 

Canadians and Canadian officials 
should avoid adopting or creating this 
attitude. When in any community an 
alarm is sounded, the duty of all resi- 
dents is to obey the instructions they 
have been given, not to start to wonder 
and argué whether the officials really 
mean it. And once an alarm has been 
sounded the officials should stand pat 
and give out no hint that the public 
have been “fooled” by a test or by 
somebody’s mistake. 

The old story about the shepherd 
boy who cried “wolf” and then admitted 
there was no wolf, applies to this mat- 
ter very directly. 

When it is desired to try out the 
public understanding of what they are 
supposed to do in response to an-alarm, 
notice of the test should be given be- 
forehand. When no such advance notice 
is given, everyone should act on the 
assumption that enemy raiders are 
really at hand. Even if the officials 
later find* out there were no raiders 
they should keep the information 
strictly to themselves, for only by doing 
so can they assure obedience when the 
warning signal is again given. 

Now that both coasts of Canada 
have been declared to be danger zones 
and air raid precaution measures are 
being applied, it cannot be too clearly 
understood that warning signals are to 
be obeyed, not baci 


Whatever may happen to the other 
resolutions, this one should be trans- 
lated into action right through the 
new year: Buy war savings certifi- 
cates, regularly, and in as large 
amounts as funds will permit.

Hitler Helped Russians Defeat His Eastern Front Army 


Retreat Delayed to Fool Japanese «: 


Until It Was Too Late 


For Security

It is apparent from a careful study of 
official news from Germany that this is 
approximately what has happened: 

No ‘preparations were made by the 
Germans for a winter campaign in Russia. 
Such preparations would have necessitated 
different equipment, lubrication, clothing, 

The German generals warned Hitler at 
the beginning of the cam- 
paign against its hazards, 
But he had an “intuition” 
about it.

The second offensive against Moscow

But by the end of November it had be- 
come perfectly apparent to General Field 
Marshal Walther von Brauchitsch that the 
offensive was, as he had feared, a suicidal 
mistake, 

Like any officer anxious to preserve 
his men and equipment intact, Marshal 
von Brauchitsch now counselled retreat 
to reasonable strategica] position. Such a 
retreat required immediate action, re- 
moval of all heavy equipment concentrat- 
ed before Moscow, and quick, orderly 
withdrawal of the army. This was still 
possible, because the Russians: were not 
yet ready for a strong counter-offensive. 

Such a retreat would have been a nor- 
mal] military manoeuvre. 


Political Plans 


But Hitler had political plans. The 
taking of Moscow was to coincide with the 
Japanese attack on Pear] Harbor, 

The Japanese, however, were waver- 
ing. The Japanese people were against 
the war, and in the Japanese government 
counsels were divided. Should the Ger- 
mans begin to retreat before Japan had 
entered the war, Japan might not attack. 
Therefore, Hitler ordered the army to con- 
tinue fighting before Moscow, and German 
communiques announced victories, and 
repudiated all Russian reports as “sheer 
propaganda.” 

By the time the Japanese attacked 
Pear] Harbor the military moment for 
orderly retreat from Moscow had been 
lost. Russia had had time to prepare her 
counter-offensive, and what the generals 
had planned as a strategical retreat be- 
came a rout, A retreat is made in order 
to save men and material and to provide 
for a new offensive. But the retreat of the 
German armies is as expensive in lives and 
in material as was their advance, It is a 
defeat not a retreat. 

Hitler gives away the fact in his speech. 
He says, “The struggle, ,. is nearing its 
turning point.” 

If the Germans had had nothing but 
victories until now—as their propaganda 
has maintained—“turning point” would 
have only one discouraging meaning. But 
Hitler promises victory and, therefore, 
now admits: we have suffered defeat and 


under my leadership must turn it into vic- 
tory, 2 

As always happens in catastrophe, the 
question of responsibility is involved, And 
now the old quarrel between army and 
Nazi party, wheih broke out in the purge 
of 1934, rages again, The generals blame 
the party strategists for demanding an 
impossible task. The party strategists 
blame the generals for promising to the 
world what Mr. Goebbels ridiculously 
publicized—the knockout blow. 

Pearl Harbor occurring in the midst of 
a German defeat, became, for the geneérals, 
no asset, but another catastrophe. It meant 
the entrance of the United States into the 
war. 

Now, the party-politicians had to de- 
cide whethtr or not to declare war on 
America, The question arose as to which 
would be less bad for German and Euro- 
pean morale—for Germany to declare war 
or to receive a declaration of war from us. 

Beyond doubt, the generals advised 
Hitler to seek an armistice with Russia 


and Britain before the United States came 
into war. Peace feelers were put out to 
Russia, but not accepted. 

Postponed Speech 

Hitler postponed for twenty-four hours 
his speech acknowledging that a state of 
war existed between Germany and the 
United States, In those twanty-four hours 
it seems certain that the generals were 
warning Hitler and turning down each 
one of his various brilliant intuitive ideas 
for a new campaign here or there. 

But Hitler was out on a limb from 
which he could not retreat. 

And now he trusts none of his leading 
generals, Of course, his party advisers are 
flattering him that the generals are idiots, 
So, contrary to 1934, he has thrown in his 
lot with the party instead of the generals 
and assumes the command of the army 
himself, 

We shall now see a war waged with the 
utmost recklessness. It will be a war full 
of startling surprises that even may bring 
Hitler temporary victories. 


But Germany has lost this war—which 
doesn’t mean that we have won it. Our 
object now must be to get it over as rapid- 
ly as possible, For Hitler, who associates 
his own suicide with Germany's, will try 
to be the Samson of Germany and civilizas 
tion, if cornered. 

No such development as this one can 
remain unrealized by the people of Ger- 
many, The losses in every family are too 
great; the winter will be too terrible; too 
many people know the truth. 

Now, therefore, is the time for the 
United States to wage the most brilliant 
psychological warfare against Germany 
and Italy and amongst the people of 
Europe. But no strategy of psychological 
warfare has been developed, and no com- 
mand and staff capable of waging it have 
been created. It is a negligence which will 
prolong the war, and jit should be reme- 
died immediately,

This Continent Geared to Produce " 


War Materials as a Single 
Unit 
By B. T. RICHARDSON 

OTTAWA.—When President Roosevelt, 
a few hours before the arrival of Prime 
Minister Churchill in Washington, re- 
leased for publication the recommendation 
of the joint war production committee that 
Canada and the United States adopt a 
policy of combined all-out war produc- 
tion, he turned the light of publicity upon 
a feature of Canadian-U.S. co-operation 
that, hdd been developing steadily for 
several] months, 

Since the Hyde Park Agreement of 
April 20, 1941, the concept of a continental 
economic effort in the production of war 
materials has been emerging, though it 
was evident that difficulties existed as 
long as the United States remained on a 
peace footing. Prime Minister King an- 
nounced, in reporting on the Hyde Park 
Agreement on Aprij 28, in Parliament, 
that Canada would supply between $200 
and $300 millions worth of materials to 
the United States. This figure has not 
been brought up to date officially, and it 
is probably too low now. 

But the basic economic line-up of the 
battle of production, which must proceed 
inevitably in the background of the mili- 
tary engagements of war on all the world 
fronts, in which the industrial might of 
North America is pitted against the Nazi- 
mobilized continent of Europe, has been 
forming steadily. It stems from the Hyde 
Park Agreement, which said: 

“It was agreed as a general princi- 
ple that in mobilizing the resources 
of this continent each country should 
provide the other with the defence 
articles which jt is best able to pro- 
duce, and above all, produce quickly, 
and that production program should 
be co-ordinated to this end.” 

Military Secrecy 

From the day in April, when Mr. 
Roosevelt and Mr, King, formulated the 
declaration of the joint war production 
committee, much progress has been made. 
But the details are largely obscured by 
considerations of military secrecy. The

To understand Japan's attitude towards 
the war, we should know that every Jap- 
anese makes a sacred fetish of his army. 

The quickest way for a foreigner living 
under the Japanese sphere of influence to 
get into trouble is to make a disparaging 
remark about the Japanese army. 

The morale and the code of that army 
is as explicit as some- 
thing turned out by a 
machine, 

Read the famous code 
of the Samurai and you 
will see how deep it per- 
meates all levels of Jap- 
anese society. The Samu- 
rai were the “gentlemen 
warriors” of feudal Japan 
and served their several 
warlords before Japan 
became united under one 
emperor. A Samurai was 
taught to be “brave, mild 
and gentle” but the “living soul” of the 
Samurai was his sword. 

In the old days he used to carry two 
swords and was graciously permitted to 
end his own life by committing hara-kiri 
any time he got into trouble rather than 
be surrendered to the civil authorities for 
trial and punishment, 

In short, in ancient days as today, he

Mainland Fighting 


That army, it should be said, is de- 
signed entirely for fighting on the Asiatic 
mainland, That is to say, it is an army 
designed for conquest. 

Roads, bridges, the terrain of the coun- 
try are completely inadequate on the 
islands of Japan proper to manoeuvre or 
to fight, Railroads are all narrow gauge, 
roads are all dirt roads, narrow, badly 
surfaced if surfaced at all 

Hence it is not surprising to find Japan 
declaring war on the United States and 
Britain at a time when a large proportion 
of her armed forces are scattered far from 
their homeland bases. 

That these forces were in position in 
China, on the Russian frontier of Man- 
chukuo, Korea and Mongolia, on the fron- 
tier of Thailand and Malaya, in Indo- 
China on the South China frontier, only 
serves to illustrate the forethought of 
Japan's army leaders who could never be 
sure whether they would take on Russia 
first, or the United States in the Philip- 
pines, or the British and Australians in 
Malaya 

The day came, The army was ready. 

Organized by French 

The Japanese army was organized by 
a French mission under Margueérie in 1872. 

Conscription was adopted at that time 
and the confining of military service to 
the Samurai class was done away with. 
And that meant that every Japanese male 
upon reaching the age of 18 was inducted 
into the army 

Local reservist organizations his 
town or villege gave him a farewell party, 
put him on the train, and upon entering

cers and even a corporal gets his salute, 

Just how fanatical and deep that zeal 

can be is illustrated by the recent case of 
an ordinary soldier in the Japanese in- 
fantry. 
_ His captain rebuked him and told him 
he would never make a good soldier—the 
sort of talk a first sergeant might hand out 
to any English-speaking recruit. 

The Japanese private, leaving a letter 
behind him, jumped in front of a train and 
ended his life. The letter stated that he 
had betrayed his emperor's trust in him 
and that he was no longer worthy of serv- 


ing him. 
Blood For Home 

Going into battle these men tie small 
strips of cotton material over their brows, 
under their stee] helmets. Upon being 
wounded, they sop up their blood with this 
piece of cloth. Then they send it home to 
the folks in Japan. 

The family reverently place it on the 
family shrine as token to their ancestors 
that their boy is shedding blood for his 
emperor, 

Japanese soldiers, from our viewpoint, 
are arrogant, raucous-voiced, brutal. 

A good deal of this is deliberately put 
on, Treat them as an equal and they will 
unbend and become models of courteous- 
ness. 

But, all in all, traits that most corre- 
spondents see about them ure anything 
but human. 

Because of complete frustration, they 
have been known to bayonet innocent 
Chinese farmers and coolies, as well as 
Chinese women. They have insulted and 
stripped white women, their idea being to 
completely humiliate them and to show 
their own sense of superiority. 

Well, my idea of men who have to use 
a bayonet on a woman to feel a sense of 
superiority leads me to suspect they have 
no other trait on which to lay claim to 
being a superior, heaven-favored people. 

Not until we have dropped all our 
preconceived notions of the Japanese will 
we get anywhere with them 

Not until we drop our notions of 
“moon-viewing parties in bamboo groves,” 
flower-arranging parties, cherry blossom 
excursions, exchange of courtesy presents 
—not until we get rid of these ideas will 
we understand the real Japan as it faces 
us in war today. 


Afraid of West 


Japan is afraid of the west—and that 
does not m@an she is afraid of our armies 
and our navies and our air forces. 

She sees her very institutions doomed 
by western conceptions of progress, social 
and material well-being, and the common 
laws of Christianized humanity, And she 
cannot stand it any longer, 

She goes out into a pilched battle to 
end this threat. She thinks she can not 
only make time stand still, but also turn 
the clock back to the feudal days of her 
history 

The Japanese live in a world of illu- 
sion. They will have to be wakened up 
with hot bombs and cold steel, 


committee’s seven-point declaration, fore- 
casting the maximum use of labor, raw 
materials and productive facilities of both 
countries, provides an economic charter 
upon which to build a new continental 
war @conomy.

“The practical experience of a year 
and a half of organizing and develop- 
ing war production in Canada revealed 
that many of the essentials of war 
could be made in the comparatively 
small quantities required by Canada 
Only at a prohibitive cost. They 
could, however, be produced econom- 
ically in the United States where the 
demand was large enough to result in 
the economies of large scale produc- 
tion, On the other hand, the pro- 
duction of other weapons and mater- 
ials had been developed in Canada to 
the point where output could be ex- 
panded more quickly, and probably 
more economically, that new produc- 
tion could be organized in the United 
States. It was, therefore, only com- 
mon sense to extend to the production 
of war materials the same reciprocity 
which, at Ogdensburg in August last, 
our two countries had permanently 
placed their defence.”

Keep "Em Down The Middle 


Following Hyde Park, a material co- 
ordinating committee of key munitions 
men in both Ottawa and Washington came 
into being.

Their 
job has dealt largely with post-war econ- 
omic collaboration, and no report has come 
from them. These committees are also

Consumer Production 


Whether or not the program of econ- 
omic integration will some day step out- 
side the field of war production into the 
field of consumer production, is at present 
only a matter of speculation. But by taking 
an example such as steel, in which con- 
sumer demands compete with war needs 
in both countries, it can be seen that scope 
exists for co-ordination right through. 

As Mr. King and his party, which in- 
cluded Mr. Howe, left for Washington the 
other day, the impression was held among 
them that military strategy would be the 
main subject at this stage. No one in Ot- 
tawa has ventured an estimate of how 
much expansion of Canadian war produc- 
tion may be involved in joint supply plans 
that will sooner or later be worked out 
in conjunction with the grand strategy of 
war. But economic intergration will pro- 
duce two results, it was said, greater speed 
in getting what the armies need, and in 
the long run a far greater combined pro- 
duction than the two countries could 
achieve separately. The result will not be 
an aritheméetical addition of Canada and 
the United States, but a multiplication of 
economic potential.

Fire, which broke out on the 
ground floor, was first noticed by 
Mrs. Flood, whose cries warned the 
upstairs roomers. A passerby heard 
the trapped occupants shout from 
an upstairs window and turned in 
an alarm. 

After tescuing the three, firemen 
found Mrs. Flood’s body In her 
room. 

Attending physicians said death 
was due to suffocation. 


Hope Is Abandoned 
For Miners’ Release 


BURSLEM, Staffordshire, Eng, 
Jan, 2—(CP)—Hope was abandon: 
ed Thursday night for the lives of 
58 men and boys trapped in the 
shattered works of the Sneyd Col- 
liery 2,400 feet below the ground. 

The mangled bodies of 12 min- 
ers were recovered by rescue 
squads which toiled from the early 
hours of Thursday morning, bul 
operations were suspended last 
night when officials declared they 
held no hope for the lives of the 
other 46, 

Tons of stone rubble and iron 
girders barred the way to the 
bodies of the victims of a mys- 
tery “silent explosion” in one of 
the country’s most modern pits. 
It was Britain's worst mine dis- 

aster sitce 1938 when 79 men were 
killed near Chesterfield. 

So far as could be learned there 
was only one survivor. Thomas 
Gibbons of Burslem, who was sent 
home after hospital treatment with 
instructions not to talk of his ex- 
periences.

“There is no likelihood of further 
lists for acme time, until the Inter- 
national Committee of the Red 
Croas cari obtain details and trans-| 
mit them here,” national defence 
headquarters said 


BELIEVED HEAVY 

Casualties among the Canadian | 
troops stationed at Hong Kong are | 
believed to have been heavy. The | 
colony, one of Britain's major naval 
bases in the far east, wag under 
heavy siege for a fortnight, and the 
defenders were greatly outnumber- 
ed. The Japanese are believed to 
have taken a considerable number 
of prisoners. 

Wednesday's list contained the 
names of the two senior officers 
of the Canadian force, comprised 
mainly of the Royal Rifles of Can- 
ada and Winnipeg Grenadiers,

action,” and Col. Patrick Hennessy, 
his senior officer, was listed as “kill- 
ed in action.”

properly attended and many months of producticn may be lost 


Fortunately stocks of golf and tennis balls are fairly substantial 
in North America and a little voluntary rationing by wholesalers and 
dealers probably will pull us through 1942, From then however there 
just won't be any more balls unless Nippon’s clutching hands are 
nipped off—at the shoulders, 


Baseball, football and basketball equipment should still be avail- 
able in somewhere near normal quantities. It is hardly likely that the 
government will refuse to release the comparatively microscopic amount 
of rubber needed for football and basketball bladders, 

Calling up of men for the armed services seems certain to ring the 
knell of senior calibre sport and leave the juniors to carry on the show. 
This will simplify the sport picture in every Canadian city and provide 
a rare chance to put a solid foundation under all junior activities. If 
the shortage of golf and tennis balls becomes serious, it would seem that 
the attendance at baseball and fvotball should boom a bit.

a change.

Under the 
Australian rules, the man who catches a punt in the air is permitted to 
make an unhampered kick over the spot on which he lands back on 
the ground after his jump for the ball. He kicks for the goal if it is 
within range. If not, he punts to a mate nearer the goal since there are 
no restricting offside rules. 
These Australians get impressive distance into their spiral punts.

WASHINGTON, Jam. 2.—(AP) 
—President Roosevelt and Prime 
Minister Churchill sat in a 
church pew once used by George 
Washington Thursday and heard 
a young rector pray for “pardon, 
power and peace,” and for the 
United States to throw off its 
“sin of international irresponet- 
bility.” 

The two leaders in the war 
against the Axis motored to the 
168-year-old Christ church in nears 
by Alexandria, Va., for the service 
and then went to Mount Vernon, 
where Mr. Churchill laid a wreath 
on the tomb of the first president 
of the United States. 

Brief stops at Washington's home 
at Mount Vernon and at the marble 
memorial to Abraham Lincoln in 
Washington were made on the way 
back to the White Houe 


“SHALL WIN WAR" 

The first day of this new year 
had been set aside by the President 
as a day of prayer for forgiveness 
of “our shortcomings of the past” 
and for “God's help in the days to 
come.” The day was observed 
throughout the United States, Can- 
ada, Great Britain and many other 
countries. 


Rev. Edward Randolph Welles, 


35-year-old rector of Christ 
church, delivered a ringing ser- 
mon to his distinguished itors 


and his small regular congrega- 
tion, and expressed the convic- 
tion that “we and our Allies shall 
win the-war.” 

“In this hour,” he said, “our Pre- 
sident has given us a spiritual cail 
to arms. Let us respond whole- 
heartedly. Let us pray: for pardon, 
for past shortcomings; for power 
for the present task of achieving 
victory; and, finally, for peace.” 


NEW ORDER 


Mr. Welles said the peace to fol- 
low the present war must embrace 
“something new,” and “we can't go 
back to the old status quo.” 

The rector said that because of 
President Roosevelt's foresight, “we 
are not entirely unprepared in a 
military way for this war—but 
spiritually we are in bad shape. 

In the President's party besides 
the Prime Minister were Mrs, 

Roosevelt, Viscount Halifax, the 
British ambassador, and Lady 
Halifax, Maj.-Gen, Edwin M. Wat- 
son, the President's military side 
and sccretary, Capt, John R, 
Beardall, naval aide, and Cmdr.

Supplies Depleted At Some ‘sae 
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Boosts Thermometer Sales Here 


Without knowing it the federal 
government is responsible for an 
abnormal sale of weather ther- 
mometers here. 

Storemen today report sales dur- 
ing the past fortnight in some cases 
“trippled” the sales of last year and 
gay their stocks are “very low or 
bave been depleted entirely.” 

Reason for the rush, one leading 
buyer eaid, followed the federal 
government request that radio sta- 
tions refrain from 
broadcasting tem- 
peratures and 
weather forecasts 
as information 
might aid the en- 
emy in planning 
aerial or Naval or 
other military 
action on a par- 
ticular section of 
the country. 


ENORMOUS BUSINESS 

The demand for the thermometers 
has “tripled in the last two weeks,” 
the buyer sald. “The five-an-ten- 
cent stores have done an enormous 
business and nearly all report their 
stocks practically exhausted.” 

“Some of the larger stores just 
happened to have extra stocks 01) 
hand and were able to meet the 
demands,” he said.

Permit Total 
Is $3,422,925 


Building permits issued by the 
City Architect's office for 1941 to- 
talled $3,422,925 compared with 
$2,636,870, an Increase of $786,055, 
a statement filed Friday with the 
city commissioners by city archi- 
tect John Martland, disclosed. 


During the year 511 homes were 
built at a cost of $1,115,400 compared 
with 409 homes costing $795,195 in 
1941, an incréase of 102 homes and 
$320,205 in value. 

The same number of public build- 
ings were erected in 1941 as in the 
previous year, the 12 structures this 
year costing $944,795 compared with 
$935,751 in 1940. In 1941 57 commer- 
cial] buildings were erected at a cost 
of $358,265, compared with 33 in 1940 
costing $202,500. 


NEW APARTMENTS 


Four apartments were erected in 
1941 at a cost of $62,400 while in 1940 
only two were built at a cost of $15,- 
800. Alterations and repairs to exist- 
ing buildings accounted for 1,033 of 
the 1,937 permits issued during 1941. 
Total value of these permits was 
$888,465. Last year 723 permits were 
issued with a total of $723,613.

Experiments On Project 
Are Satisfactory So Far 


Canada's ever-increasing 


production of tanks and other 


war machines may in the not too distant future operate 
with fuel derived from Alberta wheat. 


Although production of 
fuel still is in the primary stages, 
Provincial Treasurer Hon. Solon 
Low said today the government, 
in collaboration with distillers in 
Vancouver, is accumulating pre- 
cious data which will be of “in- 
valuable assistance.” 

“So far the experiments have 
Mr, Low 
seid in an interview, “and we are 
at present testing in a number of 
autoinobiles in Edmonton anti- 
freeze made from our wheat.” 

Not only is the government test- 
ing the anti-freeze, the provincial 
treasurer said but the plant at Van- 
couver carrying out the experi- 
mental distillation is purchasing 
quantities of Alberta’s surplus 
wheat and abstracting alcoho] for 
use in making gin and other alco- 
holic beverages. 


ALCOHOL BLENDING 

“The advantages of the experi- 

ments will aid both the farmers and 
the federal government,” Mr. Low 
continued “if we can discover a 
satisfactory and inexpensive method 
of blending this alcoho] with other 
products for use as a substitute for 
gasOline for Canada's war ma- 
chines.” 

‘The data obtained from the ex- 
periments, which followed federal 
government appeals for assistance 
in development of power alcohol 
from wheat, due to conditions 
brought about by the war—short- 
age of gasoline and the big wheat 
surplus in the Dominion—will no 
doubt come in handy, Mr. Low 
continued, “when or if the time 
comes that our imports of gasoline 
are cut to a point where we have 
not enough to meet the demands. 


Mr. Low said that so far as cost 
of the experiments was concerned 
“that for the time being has been 
secondary” as the main idea behind 
the tests is to see if it is possible to 
produce power alcoho] as a replace- 
ment for gasoline and a means of 
“taking care” of the huge wheat 
surplus n the Dominion as well as in 
this province. 

“The alcohol abstracted from our 
wheat so far has been of about 85 
per cent proof type,” the provincial 
treasurer said. 

The government official said he 
expected to be able to issue a more 
detailed statement of the results of 
the tests probably in the spring.

Two new courses in youth train- 
ing will be given under the Domin- 
ion-Provincial Youth Training Pro- 
gram this month, at Forestburg and 
Alix, it was announced Friday by 
training officials. The schools will 
open Jan. 5 and will conclude Jan. 
24 and are open to students between 
16 and 30 years old. 

Students are expected to bring 
their own cots and bedding and to 
pay the cost of maintenance, in the 
dormitory and dining-hall, either in 
cash or in farm supplies. The aver- 
age cost to the student does not ex- 
ceed $4 a week. 

Courses ,will be given in practical 
agriculture, field crops, animal hus- 
bandry, dairying. poultry, wood- 
working, tinsmithing, citizenship 
and other subjects.

Prompt Liquidation Of Accounts 
Required By Price ‘Board Ruling 


The admirable Chinese have an 
ultra-admirable New Year custom. 
They pay off all their old debts be- 
fore entering on the New Year. 

Something of this custom is being 
introduced into Canada by the War- 
time Prices and Trade Board. All 
“charge accounts” due on the last 
day of January 1942, must be liquid- 
ated by Feb. 10—and so on through 
the succeeding months, If the cus- 
tomer with a charge account does 
Inot pay off his indebtedness within 
| |ten days after the expiration of each 
month, then under the War Mea- 
sures Act, the seller is prohibited 
from extending further credit to the 
defaulting debtor. 

Where it is not possible for the 
debtor to pay off the whole of his 
arrears of indebtedness by Feb. 10, 
he may continue to have credit ex- 
tended to him by paying in cash 
one-third of his overdue indebted- 
ness, and discharging the balance in 
monthly payments not to exceed 


twelve in number, 

The new Order issued by the War- 
time Prices and Credit board may 
cause a little inconvenience to tardy 
payers, but it is all part of the nat- 
ional sacrifice in marshalling the 
resources of Canada to beat the Hun. 

Aimed at making liquidation of 
debts as easy as possible, it will 
Prove a boon to wholesaler, manu- 
facturer and retailer alike. It will 
make cash settlements easier all 
round, and reduce risk of bad 
debts. 

In the end it will benefit the pur- 
chasing public too, for bad debts and 
interest to carry on tardy accounts 
in the end get charged against the 
whole body of consumers, 

Introduced as a war 
Order 75 of the Board, restricting 
consumer credit and enforcing 
prompt cash settlements, is expect 
ed to have a wholesome effect upon 
the whole domestic trade of Canada.

All Businesses | 
Must Register 
By March 31 


OTTAWA, Jan. 2—(CP)—An 
order to complete registration of 
ali Canadian business affected by 
the government price ceiling 
regulations was announced today 
by the wartime prices and trade 
board, 

Under a simplified form of 
specific licensing, firms which have 
not already applied for or obtained 
a wartime prices and trade board 
license are to register with the 
board by obtaining a license be- 
fore March 31 

“The circumstances under which 
the original licensing order was 
drawn were materially altered by 
adoption of the price ceiling pol- 
icy,” said Donald Gordon, chairman 
of the board. 


PROCEDURE SIMPLIFIED 


“On Dec, 11 the board undertook 
a study to see if the licensing pro- 
cedure could be simplified so as to 
confine reports from business to 
an absolute minimum. After care- 
ful consideration jt now is decided 
that for practical purposes the lic- 
ensing can be confined to a regis- 
tration of all business or persons 
engaged in regular trade. 

“Licensees will no longer be re- 
quired to record their license 1um- 
bers on sales slips, but must be able 
to produce their license identifica- 
tion card if asked to do so by an 
official of the board.” 

Mr. Gordon said the board re- 
alized that “To co-operate fully, 
business must be fully informed.” 
“Among other things,” he said. 
“the general registration of busi- 
ness provided for in this revised” 
order will give us an accurate ard 
complete mailing list through 
which we can send information to 
businesses affected by particular 
regulations.” 

The 200,000 persons or firms who 
have already received or applied 
for a license under the previous 
j licensing orders should not apply 
for these specific licenses. Employ- 
ees Of liceNsées are not required 
to be licensed individually. Oper- 
ators of private boarding-houses 
are also exempt. 

Farmers, gardeners, livestock or 
poultry producers, and fishermen 
are not required to obtain a license 
unless they buy goods for resale. All 
other businessmen who sell goods 
Or supply any of the “ceiling” 
services must, however, obtain a 
specific license by March 31, 


NO LICENSE FEE 


The anmiuouncement said that 
under the new licensing plan there 


would be no license fee. A license 
identification card would be mailed 
tv each applicant. 

Persons already licensed will be 
mailed a renewal of their license 
identification cards and these re- 
newed cards along with cards is- 
sued under the new order will be 
valid for the duration of the maxi- 
mum prices regulations unless can- 
celled or suspended for infractions. 

Renewed license numbers will 
retain present license Numbers. 

All licensees are required to noti- 
fy the board in writing of any 
change in name, address, owner- 
Ship, or character of business 
within 10 days of the change. 
Methed by which license applica- 
tion forms will be made available 
will be announced shortly. 


Axis Plane Losses 
Placed At 14,000 


LONDON, Jan, 2.—(CP)—Cumu- 
lative figures compiled from British 
official reports show. that the Axis 
lost 8,935 planes in the Middle East 
and Western Europe, and the Royal 
Air Force 3,961, from the beginning 
of the war to the end of 1941. 

The losses in the same areas dur- 
ing 1941 were 4,003 for the Axis and 
2,189 for the R.A.F, 

Taking into account Russian an- 
nouncements that mora than 5,000 
German planes have been destroyed 
in the East, the Axis has lost nearly 
14,000 planes in action since the 
start of the war.

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Your Baby 
And Mine 


Every mother discovers, to her 
astonishment, that her buby is a 
persun. Each baby gets started on 
pretty much the same routine, and 
yet before the baby is two months 
old the chances are good that he 
will have deviated far from it. 

There is nothing to worry about 
on this score, If every child has an 
opportunity to eat five or six 
times a day, when Newborn, and 
shows plainly by his lavk of 
hunger that he is being fed too 
often, the mother certainly 
should not hesitate to feed less 
frequently. The reverse is like- 
wise true. Baby may be started on 
a four-hour schedule and show 
himself discontented with so few 
meals. In such case there is no 
harm in feeding him on the 
three-hour schedule. 


HUNGER RHYTHMS 

In a word, babies are far from 
alike. Their needs for food may be 
approximately the same but their 
“hunger rhythms” are not. And it 
is the pangs of hunger, coming on 
periodically, which cause the baby 
to open his mouth and ery until 
it is closed with food. 

No matter what routine a baby 
begins, it is pretty certain that 
shortly—perhaps as sOon as six 
weeks, he won't want to be eating 
more than four times a day. Babies 
two months old are very apt to 
sleep from 6 to 6, if their daytime 
rations are generous and they are 
allowed to sleep. If a conscientious 
parent shakes a baby awake in 
order to get him to take that 10 p.m. 
bottle, he has no chance to outgrow 
the habit of eating at night. If left 
to sleep until he wakens of his own 
accord, the habit of sleeping all 
night is very quickly established. 

The more we know about hunger 
aNd appetite and the differences in 
individual babies the more compla- 
cent the mother can be when her 
child deviates from the eating 
habits of her neighbor's baby. The 
person who is to be satisfied is the 
baby himself. If-his nourishment is 
adequate, if his méals are regular, 
it isn't so terribly important whe- 
ther he has five, four or three

VICTORY DIET 

To get into the best possible 
physical condition, begin now to 
follow a victory diet. It will calm 
you down and pick you up at the 
same time. Let's have no more 
sugar bun and coffee breakfasts, or 
hamburger and coffee lunches, or 
meat, potatoes and pie dinners. 
Those menus are no help in ward- 
ing off war jitters—but in the past 
they have been typically Canadian 

Like the average diet, it contains 
enough protein, sugar, starch and 
fat. But it is lacking in calcium, 
and vitamins A, Bl and C. We 
used to call calcium lime and 
thought of it mainly as material 
for bones and teeth, But sufficient 
calcium in the diet is extremely

We have 
plenty of milk over here, and 
ample stocks of cheese. These are 
the best sources of calcium. Let 
every adult make it his and her 
business to get a full pint of milk 
a day ald to see that every child 
gets & quart. One ounce of cheese 
is the vitamin and mineral equiv- 
alent of one glass of whole milk. 
Milk or cheese, together with the 
ateen vegetables, furnish the 0.8 
grams of calcium needed dally by 
each adult. 

The vitamin deficiencies can bé@ 
overcome by the daily use of @ 
green or yellow vegetable, eggs and 
dairy products, whole grains and 
fresh fruits. 

You can take the typically bad 
diet and turn it into a balanced 
menu with this plan: Add an egg, 
fruit juice and whole wheat toast 
to the breakfast—leave off the 
sugar bun, To the luncheon, add a 
chopped green salad and a glass of 
milk or a serving of cheese. The 
hamburger is fine. Still hungry? 
Then have some fresh fruit. And 
for dinner, take the meat and po- 
tatoes plus a cooked green or yel- 
low vegetable, a glass of milk, and 
dessert. 

The inclusion of the protective 
foods is a very minor change to 
make in the diet—and they are the 
victory victuals.
